'That the President of the United 


Slates of America is authorized to Is- 
sue a proclamation calling upon of- 
ficials of the Government to display 
the flag of the United States on all 
government buildings on October 11, 
1939, and inviting the people of the 
United States to observe the day in 
schools and churches, or other suit- 
able places, with appropriate cere- 
monies in commemoration of Ihe death 
of General Casimir Pulaski.'

Franklin 
D. 


Roosevelt, President of the United 
Stales of America, do direct that the 
flag he displayed upon all Government 
buildings on October 11, 1939, as a 
mark of respect to the memory of
